Gershom Scholem, whose birth in Germany was cotneidental with the holding of the 
first Zionist Congress in Basle in 1897, committed himself wholeheartedly to the 
movement after a youthful period of searching and study in Germany. 


Despite his assimilated Jewish family,Scholen realized at age twenty-six that Zto- 
nism was the way in which he would personally express himself Jewishly. Accordingly, 
he emigrated to Palestine and by 1923 became associated with the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, first as librarian and then as professor of Jewish mysticism. 


He sought to investigate the welleprings of traditional Jewish mysticiem by subjec- 
ting them to rigorous scholarly scrutiny. His published research on the topte ts 
breathtaking. Scholem wrote more than 500 articles and booke on this subject and, 
of course, on many others. His article on Cabbala in the Jewish Encyclopedia has 
been hailed as the definitive statement on the subject. 


Gershom Scholem died in Jerusalem on February 20th. He was etghty-four.
